What  could  induce  the  legiHature  all 
at  once  to  create  fuch  an  un^u't  diftinc- 
tion  in  favours  of  heritors  cf  a  thoufand 
pounds  Scots  valuationj  is  not  eaty  to 
be  difccvcrcd,  without  attending  to  the 
billory  of  thefe  times.  For  my  own 
part,  I  have  always  looked  upon  this 
law  as  the  moft  unfair  and  oppreflive 
one  that  difgraccs  the  annals  of  our  coun¬ 
try.  I  dare  fay  no  one  who  will  rccal 
to'  memory  the  cruel  and  perfecting

In  this 
melancholy  fituation  of  things,  it  only 
remains  for  me  to  endeavour  to  pcii-t 
out  the  danger  and  expence  mod  of  the 
ladies  in  tliis  country,  and  more  parti- 
cularly  thofe  in  this  city,  mud  incur  bv 
perftding  in  wearing  fantadical  dreiTr, 
and  changing  the  fafliions  of  thefe  very 
drelfes  fo  frequently,  indirect  contradic¬ 
tion  to,  and  in  open  violation  of  the 
laws  and  aCts  of  parliament  in  that  cafe 
made  and  provided. — And  this  becomes

''  F'*nE  following  particulars  cf  the  life 
-i-  of  this  remarkable  man  are  fdeded 
from  thcic  Memoirs ; 

Mr  Thomas  WrsTON  was  the  fon  of 
Thomas  Weflon,  Eftj;  firft  cook  to  his 
majefly  king  Gcoige  111.  the  fal.iiy  and 
emoluments  of  which  place  were  tally 
frdheient  to  enable  him  to  live  as  a  gen¬ 
tleman,  and  give  his  fon  an  educabon, 
wherein  he  was  inftruded  in  all  ijn.*  po¬ 
lite  accomplilhmciits.  Kothing  re¬ 
markable  however  occurred  worth  no¬ 
ticing  during  his  very  boyilh  days ; 
when  he  grew  ij[)  to  about  lixteeii  years 
of  age,  he  fceined  to  have  a  particular 
liking  to  the  ftage,  at  the  reprdenlations 
of  which  he  was  very  oftt  n  prefent :  by 
Irtijueritlng  the  houfes  where  the  avtors 
ufually  refort  to,  he  fooii  'ucaine  ac¬ 
quainted  vdth  fev^ral  of  them,  and  alio 
with  a  number  cf  young  fpeatevs;  llidf 
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introduced  Tom  to  their  clubs, 
vhich  wtrt  uruRlly  held  at  the  Horn  in 
Doc^tors  Commons,  the  Queen’s  Arms 
in  Nevvg.ite-ftreet,  and  tnc  Qnecirs 
Head  in  Duke’s-court,  Bow-ltreet. 

Mr  Wefton  (his  lather)  had  not,  as 
vet,  obferved  aiiy  thing  in  his  Ton’s  be¬ 
haviour  to  give  him  cauTc  to  fufpovfl  his 
obedience  and  perfed  rcfignatioii  to  his 
will;  he  therefore  procured  Tor  liim  the 
place  oi  Turnhrocich  (turnTpit  in  l^nglilh, 
for  they  Itill  retain  the  French  appella¬ 
tion)  in  the  king^s  kitchen,  worth  about 
thirty  pounds  a-yea.r:  it  is  executed  by  a 
deputy,  who  is  paid  about  Teven or  eight 
pounds  a-year,  and  which  place  our  lie- 
ro  noiTeiTed  till  his  death.  He  got  him 
dfo  appointed  a  clerk  under  the  clerk  of 
the  kitchen,  and  Tom  made  a  jaunt  in 
the  yacht  with  the  late  king  to  Holland, 
in  his  way  to  Hanover,  as  part  of  his 
lumfehold. 

On  his  return  from  Holland,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  coniider  himfdf  more  of  a  man 
(hiving  feen  the  world) ;  his  bufinefs 
now  became  a  reftraint,  and  he  often  ne- 
gk'i^ed  it ;  frequent  complaif'.ts  were 
madeto  his  father,  who  gently  chid  Iiim 
for  his  remiflnefs,  which  he  couhrued 
into  feventy ;  Tome  words  arofe  between 
them,  and  the  Ton,  inftead  of  minding 
his  father’s  advice,  gave  his  patlions 
their  head,  and  intirely  by  his  inlicon- 
dnet  incniTed  his  <lifpleafiire. 

The  tatlior  faw,  with  grief,  the  vi* 
clous  behaviour  of  his  Ton  ;  ar.d  iinme- 
diateiy  procured  a  reconunendation  h)r 
him  to  the  late  Sir  John  Hentley,  wl'o 
juft  at  that  was  appointed  to  the 

command  of  the  Warfpite,  a  tine  7-1 
g!i!i  ihlp,  juft  launched  at  Deptford,and 
ihcn  rigging  and  fitting  out  for  Tea  ;  <ind 
he  was  accordingly  acceple»l  as  a  mid- 
Ihipman.  He  repaired  to  the  Ihip  with 
liis  cheft,  a:ul  was  fliewcd  down  to  the 
Orlop  among  his  Bielfmates.  He 
thought  it  rather  queer,  he  has  liiicc  of¬ 
ten  laid,  to  be  ftewed  up  in  a  d - li 

hole,  vvorfe  tlian  a  night-cellar,  witli  I'lo 
light  all  day  long,  but  from  candles,  to 
eat  his  meal  oft'  a  trencher,  with  a  fea- 
chdt  for  his  tabic,  and  lie  in  a  bag  thn* 
fo  he  called  the  hammock).  When  the 
flip  got  into  Long  Reach,  he  began  to 
be  tired  of  bis  new  occupation,  and  llgh 
for  his  f.ld  acquaintance  and  tlie  fpouting 
^hibs ;  a  thoufand  fchemes  he  thought  of 
to  get  out  of  the  fuip,  but  none  fetmed 
to  fucrced. 

^3y  after  day  he  revolved  in  his  mind 


how  to  get  on  Inore,  tor  the  Ihip  now 
Teemed  like  a  prifon  to  him  ;  he  had  hecn 
three  weeks  on  board,  ate  up  all  the 
ttock  tliat  he  had  brought,  and  drank 
ail  his  liquors,  with  the  :iihltancc  of  hw 
mci  iijatcs  vfor  he  was  never  niggaidiv'. 
A  preyed  at  length  flruek  him  tliat 
fecineJ  to  wear  an  ap'peai ante  of  fue- 
cefs  :  he  ii.ula  fiend  who  was  a  cleik  at 
tiiC  war-Oiiice  ;  to  Inin  he  w  rote  an  - 
count  of  liis  li'uatioM,  and  Ins  earned 
dtfire  of  quitting  it  upon  the  frli  (./r-- 
poituiDiv,  ar>  the  ihip  would  loon  fail 
Poitfmouth,  ar.d  there  it  vvculd  r.oT  1  e 
to  ealily  ctledcd.  'I'he  plan  he  laid 
daw  n  to  Ihs  friend  was  to  wmite  a  letter 
as  from  the  war-otlice,  to  leal  it  wiih 
the  (>fhce  Teal,  and  direct  it  to  fiiin  f:n 
board  his  irnjcfty’s  Ihij)  Warf;  iti-,  in 
L('ng  Reach,  acquainting  him  tnat  :i 
commilhoii  in  the  army  wa .  preparing 
for  him,  wliich  he  was  delired  t  >  come 
up  to  London  in  order  to  receive.  'J'liis- 
letter  was  Ihcwn  by  him  to  Sir  J<''h!i 
Hentley,  ^vlu),  not  doubting  the  trutli  of 
it,  gave  him  lea\c  to  go  i>i»  ilnne;  but  .at 
tlie  fame  time  remir.devl  him,  tliat  if  1  r 
did  not  obtain  it,  he  miift  lun  fail  to 
come  (lU  l>oard  again  iii.u.i  «liat(  l\ , 
wliicii  he  very  gravely  j'roniifed  to  do  : 
and  after  taking  leave  of  hi.>  nulunato, 
witliont  cheft  or  baggage,  iie  jiunjaci 
into  a  (iiavtfeiid  boat,  and  took  a  lin.,1 
la  row  el. 

As  fo(ni  as  our  b.ero  reached  la)ndon, 
he  bethought  himft  ifof  hisciu  ft,  wijlel*. 
by  an  artful  letter  I  lint  he  Tent  on  hoard, 
he  received  lade;  his  want.,  In-  kiievv 
wouhi  very  foot!  dem.nul  the  nt(a  liary 
fnpjdiiS  which  its  content  ;  eonld  fm  - 
nilh.  Home  he  was  certain  \va;i  in> 
place  for  him,  his  fttJier's  difj'ienfnre  In* 
w;is  lure  v'’as  nncoinp.’.erable,  tliereforc 
lie  did  not  attempt  it.  He  now  gave  a 
full  lange  to  ids  pa.thons,  and,  thinking 
himfeif  "hi:  own  inr.ftcr,  indulged  hl.s  e- 
verv  inclination  :  but  in  a  Ihorltime  he 
found  his  wardrobe  decreafed  apace. 
Ids  cafl:  was  fcor.  gone,  and  he  iiml  In  - 
gun  to  borrow  on  his  clothes  f(jr  prelent 
fu bli ft ence  ;  he  dined  upon  a  waiit(o*at. 
went  to  the  pi  ly  and  fupped  upon  a 
Hurt,  and  breakfaued  upon  a  Itork  and 
pair  of  ftocking' ;  he  was  therefore  .1- 
fraid  in  a  fortniglith,  time  he  Ihouhl  eat 
up'  llie  ciielt  and  all  its  contents;  fome- 
Ihing  was  of  c(*iiife  to  be  done,  lie 
looked  round  him  for  Tome  eligible 
means  of  fubfirtence,  and,  after  a  few 
moments  thinking,  concluded  on  the

ftage.  He  had  attended  the  theatre  for 
Upwards  of  three  years,  and  the  fpoii* 
ting  dubs  the  fame  period  of  time,  and 
could  not  perfuade  himfelf  but  that  he 
ihould  deferve,  and  indeed  receive,  a 
very  comfortable  living  from  his  thea¬ 
trical  talents.  The  reader  will  perhaps 
be  furprifed  when  he  is  told  that  Mr 
Wefton  placed  all  his  hopes,  notwlth- 
fl.inding  his  voice  and  hgure,  on  hisfuc- 
cefs  in  tragedy  :  ’lis  ftrange,  but  very 
true,  and  all  his  playwright  friends  could 
not  divert  him  from  his  partiality  for 
Melpomene.  His  figure  he  was  fure 
could  ItC  no  objection,  at  leaft  not  a  fo- 
bd  one  ;  (larrick,  he  faid,  was  Ihorter  by 
an  inch,  and  as  to  his  voice,  he  fancied 
he  had  j)4)vvers  :  enlift  he  niuft,  for  he 
had  no  more  fupplics  to  get  from  the 
bottom  of  the  cheft,  and  could  not 
incet  with  any  credit  either  from  a  tay- 
lor  or  any  other  tradefman ;  he  accor¬ 
dingly  applied  at  his  iifual  honfe  of  call, 
the  Ulack  Lyon  in  Rulfel-ftreet,  and 
there  found  a  vacancy  in  tlie  celebrated 
Oliver  Carr’s  company,  well  known  to 
all  the  playwrights  for  many  years  :  it 
had  made  lines  of  circumvallation  round 
London,  and  occalionally  pitched  its 
tent  at  every  town,  village,  and  hamlet, 
within  twenty  miles  about  this  metro- 
pi.iir.  Torn  faw  the  managerefs ;  for 
though  Oliver  was  dead,  and  his  wife 
kept  the  company,  it  fiill  went  in  Oli¬ 
ver’s  iiarae  ;  ihe  faw  Tom,  and  received 
him  a  member  immediately.  Things 
woi  tli  nothing  are  very  foon  to  be  had — 
the  lharing  was  fo  fmall  that  no  one 
cculd  live  on  it  but  the  manager.  Tom 
now  was  no  ceconomift,  fo  it  will  be  ea- 
lily  gueifed  wdiat  he  did  when  he  joined 
the  company. 

Tom  inuftered  his  little  remains  of 
clothes,  and  found  that  his  wardrobe 
was  almoft  on  his  back  ;  he  had  only 
two  more  Ihirts  and  a  pair  of  ftockiiigs 
at  the  walherwoman’s,  an  old  hat  that 
had  the  lace  cut  off  and  fold,  a  pair  of 
breeches,  and  eke  a  pair  of  old  boots, 
together  with  his  fea-cheft.  He  hated' 
always  being  incommoded;  fold  there¬ 
fore  his  cheft,  old  breeches,  and  hat, 
paid  his  waiherwoinan,  which  he  w^as 
obliged  to  do  before  he  could  get  his  li¬ 
nen,  and  fet  out  on  foot  with  a  young 
lady  who  was  bounld  on  the  lame  er¬ 
rand  with  himfelf.  New  performers 
are  always  indulged  with  what  charac¬ 
ters  they  like  belt  for  a  trial  part :  Tom 
chofc  Richard,  and  made  a  very  queer 


figure  in  it  indeed.  His  opinion  of  the 
Itage  when  he  had  played  this  part  was 
very  different  from  what  he  entertained 
of  it  when  he  fpouted  a  feene  or  two  at 
the  club  in  Doe:lor3  Commons,  or  at 
the  Q^iu'cn’s  Head  in  Duke’s-court ;  he 
found  that  a  good  pair  of  lungs,  with  a 
powerful  voice,  were  abfolutely  nectf- 
lary  for  tragedy;  and  though  lie  knew 
this,  yet  nevertheleL  he  imagined  there 
was  a  great  deal  in  ule,  and  that  in 
time  he  flioiild  make  it  mucli  ealier  to 
jiimfelf;  for  he  had  got  hoarfe  before  llie 
third  ait  was  ended.  He  conetivf^d 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  ftage  trick  u\ 
old  aitors,  which  might  be  arquirdl 
and  with  fuch  rcafoning  he  quieted  his 
doubts  concerning  his  abilities  as  a  tra¬ 
gedian.  The  next  night,  however,  was 
determined  for  the  opening  of  his  Lir 
companion  who  walked  with  him  to  En- 
field  ;  ihe  had  chofen  Mrs  Sullen,  niul 
Scrub  being  wanted,  he  very  readily  nn- 
dertook  the  part,  and  indeed  acquitted 
himfelf  with  very  great  applaiife :  Every 
one  was  in  raptures  wdth  him  but  him¬ 
felf  ;  he  thought  tliere  was  a  dignity  in 
tragedy  which  raifed  an  adlor  to  much 
higher  confequence  than  her  lifter  Tha¬ 
lia  could  polTibly  do.  He  could  not  b; 
talked  out  of  this  opinion,  thongli  Mrs 
Carr,  the  next  morning  when  ihe  gav< 
him  his  lhare  (which  amounted  to  three 
Ihillings  and  iix-pence)  told  him  that  h( 
had  iiitireiy  niiftaken  his  tbrte.  “  Younj 
man,  fays  flic,  you  Ihould  by  ail  mean: 
think  of  low  comedy,  you  may  make  a 
figure  ill  that,  but,  believe  me,  in  trage¬ 
dy  you  have  no  hopes  at  all.”  Tom  gave 
her  an  arch  look,  faid  nothing,  but,  like 
the  parrot,  thought  the  more,  and  even 
continued  his  notions  of  tragedy,  tho’ 
the  boys  followed  him  as  he  went  along 
faying,  “  There,  that’s  him  that  play'd 
Scrub  t’other  night.”  ^ 

To  three  different  towns  did  Tom  go 
with  mother  Carr,  in  which  time 
benefits  and  fliarlng  put  together,  du’ 
Dot  amount  to  five  Ihillings  /’.r  wcek 
It  is  not  to  be  funpofed  he  could  fiihal 
on  fo  fmall  a  fum  ;  in  truth  he  did  not, 
but  left  a  number  of  chalks  at  each 
place,  befides  a  fmall  part  of  his  ward¬ 
robe. 

At  length,  being  reduced  to  the  ftiid- 
on  his  back,  he  thought  it  was  hiyh 
time  to  march,  left  he  fhould  not  have 
one,  and  accordingly  took  up  his 
and  returned  to  London,  fully  deter¬ 
mined  at  any  rate,  if  poffible,  to  be  re- 


oclvecl  into  favour  witli  his  father,  ha- 
in  his  mind  thougiit  of  a  friend  who 
had  feme  influence  over  him.  He  came, 
however,  to  town,  got  an  order  for  the 
plav,  to  which  he  went,  and  there  met 
a?i  old  fohool-fellow,  who  had  married 
girl  with  feme  money,  and  was  full  of 
eaih.  Tom  liflcncd  with  pieafiire  to  his 
Itory,  and  gave  a  fleh  at  the  end  of  it, 
an  expianation  of  whieii  wa*^  delired  by 
his  friend  ;  but  Tom  told  him  the  place 
was  inconvenient:  They  therefore  ad- 
.joiirned  from  the  play,  when  it  was  o- 
\cr,  to  flipper,  where  Tom  difliM  up  his 
Itory  a«  well  as  he  c»ould,  which  his 
friend  heard  with  great  affedion,  and  at 
length  lent,  or  rather  gave  I'om  five 
guineas,  to  make  hinfelf  a  little  com¬ 
fortable,  and  lit  to  fee  liir.  tatlicr. 

The  live  guineas  Tom  bad  got  chan¬ 
ged  his  tlioughts  from  going  'h(jme ; 
though  the  hifl  coinpjany  he  was  In  was 
bat  poor,  there  were  others  he  knew 
where  a  comfortable  livelihood  might  be 
had,  together  with 
therefore  laid  out  for 
looking  upon  himlelf  (from  the  little 
knowledge  he  had  gaineil)  of  morecon- 
fcquence  tlian  when  he  firfl  embarked. 

Fortune  was  kind  to  him;  he  got  an  of¬ 
fer  to  join  a  company  about  iifty  miles 
from  London,  and  the  manajrer  gave 
him  half  a  guinea  for  his  journey,  the 
Uliial  allowam  e  being  at  the  rate  of  a 
guinea  for  an  hundred  miles,  and  alfo  the 
payment  of  the  carnage  of  tlic  perfor¬ 
mer’s  things ;  but  as  to  the  lalt,  Tom 
did  not  put  the  company  to  ca- 
pence;  he  went  an  out  fide  patleng 
the  ftage,  and  had  all  his  things  in  a 
hat-box,  w'hich  went  carriage  free. 

He  joined  the  company  in  good  fpi- 
rits,  faw  a  tolerable  theatre,  and  fomc 
fort  of  regularity,  and  again  was  for 
fhining  in  tragedy  ;  the  manager  did  all 
.he  could  to  perfuade  him  to  the  contra¬ 
ry,  but  in  vain;  at  length  he  inlifted  cn 
the  contrary,  and  the  rtfl  of  the  pcrlbr- 
niers  thinking  their  intcreft  might  be 
hurt  with  regard  to  the  receipts  of  the 
houie,  joined  in  what  the  manager  faid, 
and  he  was  fain  to  comply,  and  there-  arc  lu 
fore  played  Scrub  with  great  approba-  er  wil 
tion :  he  however  performed  (as  players  comp 
in  the  country  arc  fervants  of  ab  work)  of  \vl 
feveral  parts  in  tragedy  during  the  fea-  la^cd: 
fon,  but  met  W'itli  no  kind  of  iuccefs  in  lowar 
his  attempts,  which  he  attributed  to  the  opiifn 
want  of  judgment  in  the  audience,  being  comb 
well  allured  he  knew  his  own  ferie  bet-  th*  y  1 
frr  than  any  one  elfc. 
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Tom  foon  left  that  company,  and 
ftcered  lus  courfe  to  a  finali  troop  which 
was  about  twenty  miles’  ofl. 

J  he  bulin»*is  with  thfs  comp. my  was 
worl'e  tliai)  Mrs  Carr’s  whert  he  firfl  let 
a  out,  not  but  the  manager  was  very  ho- 
nefl,  for  indeed  there  was  nothing  to 
cheat  the  company  of.  The  receipt.; 
ot  the  houfes  did  not  niiioh  more  than 
pay  the  incidental  charges  ;  Tom  there¬ 
fore  made  aw.ay  with  almufl  every  thing 
he  had.  One  of  the  pei  formers,  with 
w’liom  he  lay,  was  jufl  in  the  fame  di¬ 
lemma ;  they  were  each  of  tliem  rciiu- 
ced  to  a  Hurt  a-picce,  and  whicli  liiey 
w'ere  ibme  time  conjuring  how  the)* 
Ihould  get  walhed  ;  a:  length  they  ven¬ 
tured  to  fend  them,  and  went  a  whole 
day  without  one,  having  only  a  hand¬ 
kerchief  tievl  about  their  reeks.  The 
waiherwrunan  liad  proniiftd  them  on 
tiie  ueMt  evening,  as  they  wanttil  them 
torthellage;  but  in  the  morning  they 
vvere  fadiy  dlftrefled  ;  their  landlady 
X  good  benefit;  he  ufually  came  in  for  money  to  provide 
an  engagement,  breakfafl  ;  it  occurred  to  them  there¬ 
fore,  that  they  had  the  lleeve  of  an  old 
lliirt,  whicii  I'om  put  on  ;  aUti  biuh  1)  - 
ing  in  bed,  he  Itretehed  iuit  hit>  hand 
and  gave  t’ne  ohl  vvom:in  the  money  tc* 
provide  neceflliries.  This  (lory  of  the 
fleeve  he  has  often  humoroully  told  te» 
his  acquaintance,  never  making  any  IV* 
cret  of  the  dlltrcllVs  he  had  been  i::,  but 
rather  taking  a  pride  in  diicliMing  them. 
He  however  quitted  tins  company  the 
very  day  after  his  beneht,  bv  whicli  he 
cleared  five  and  twciby  llilliitigs,  ami 
cr  in  fet  olt  for  London,  with  all  his  war¬ 
drobe  on  him.

reign,  or  by  the  houfe  itfelf ;  is  there 
an  Englifhman  who  would  hefitate  to 
pronounce  fuch  an  ad  unconftitutionah 
tyrannical,  and  rehftance  to  it  molt  iml; 
and  lawful  ?  In  like  manner,  upon  the 
fame  principle,  if  the  king  and  pavlia. 
ment  had  iinpofed  a  poll-tax  of  ten  or 
hvc  pounds  a  man  upon  every  American 
fubjed,  undoubtedly  the  Americans 
would  have  had  a  right  to  rdilt  fuch  on- 
preffion.

I  love  my  native 
country,  and  admire  the  Britilh  confti- 
tiition.  Never  was  there  a  form  of  go¬ 
vernment  more  favourable  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  human  race.  Never  did 
Greece  or  Rome — But  I  forget  myRIf. 
Argument  is  impertinent  here.  Men 
do  not  reafon  in  their  country’s  caiiR: 
They  feel,  I  hope  they  feel,  for  the  in-

A  gentleman,  who  lately  paiied  this  way 
from  boiitli  Carolina,  faid,  that  lord 
William  Campbeli,  governor  of  that 
province,  and  liis  f.crelary,  were  ftill  on 
board  the  I'amer  Hoop  Cif  war  ;  the  go¬ 
vernor’s  lady  remained  at  his  houle  in 
Cliarleilovvn.  Mr  Stuart,  fuperinten- 
dant  of  Iniiian  atiaii  s,  who  liad  lied  to 
Eaft  r'lorida  in  May  lad,  lately  held  a 
congrefs  with  a  great  number  of  Indians 
near  St  Auguftinc,  but  tliey  had  not 
learnt  at  Charlefiown  what  had  been 
clone  by  him  and  them.  The  govern.r 
nieiit  of  South  Carolina  has  been  for 
h^me  time  in  the  hands  of  a  council  of 
fafety,  confiding  of  13,  and  a  general 
committee  of  99  ;  who  permitted  fevc- 
ral  velfels  to  carry  rice  to  the  VvTTt  In¬ 
dies,  on  condition  of  their  bringing  arms, 
ammunition,  cloathing,  and  other  iie- 
cefiaries  in  return  ;  and  fo  ftridly  do 
they  adhere  to  the  general  continental 
alibciation,  that  a  quantity  of  cloathing 
fliipped  from  a  foreign  illand  being  dif- 
coveredtoheof  Britilh  manufadure,  was 
fent  back  in  the  veiTel  that  brought  it. 
Some  of  the  fire-arms,  which  were 
French,  had,  on  trial,  been  found  good 
for  nothing.  They  have  two  regiments 
of  foot  and  one  of  horfe  in  adtual  pay, 
befides  a  great  number  of  volunticr 
companies  daily  training,  exclufive  of 
the  militia ;  all  which  are  under  the 
command  and  direction  of  tlie  council 
of  fafety.  An  attack  on  Charlcftown 
has  been,  for  fome  time,  txpeded  by  an 
ariiument  iroiu  England,  on  which  ac¬ 


count  many  of  the  inhabitants  have  left 
the  town,  almoft  all  the  merchandi/e 
and  valuable  efTeds  are  removed,  and 
the  provincial  records  are,  by  order  of 
the  council  of  fafety,  carried  to  Dor.

No  papers  have 
yet  appeared.  It  is  fuppofed  the  veil  el 
will  be  beat  to  pieces  by  the  prefent 
hard  gales  of  wdnd  on  fliore.” 

Laft  Friday,  about  twelve  o’clock,  a 
fire  broke  out  in  the  ftables  of  David 
Bouglas  in  the  Queen sferry,  which  in- 
tirely  confumed  the  fame,  with  about 
00  ftone  of  hay.,. 

On  Thurfday  evening  laft,  between 
fix  and  feven  o’cTo^ck,  a  very  daring  rob- 
bery  was  committed  here.  A  man 
came  into  a  wofnan’s  fl’op  at  the  head 
of  Libberton’s-wyhd,  and  called  for  a 
twill  of  tobacco ;  The  woman  having 
turned  about  to  get  it,  he  put  out  the 
candle,  and  while  fhe  was  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  light  it  again,  another  man  en- 
the  ihop,  who  had  a  crape  cover¬ 


ing  his  face,  and  a  blue  bonnet  on  hif 
head,  in  which  there  was  a  cockade: 
He  I'cized  her  by  the  throat,  held  a  jhii- 
knife  to  her  breaft,  and  fwore  if  llie 
fpoke  a  word  he  would  run  Irt  thiT>ugh 
the  heart :  after  which  tlu  y  robbed  the 
Ihop  ot  catli  and  goods  to  a  conlidtrablc 
amount,  and  made  oft.  Many  profli¬ 
gate  perfons  having  inliftcd  in  gen.  Fra-‘ 
fer’s  new  Highland  regime  nt,  the  public 
would  do  well  to  l»c  on  their  guard,  as 
they  may  commit  robberies,  hoping  to 
efcape  with  impunity,  inoft  of  them 
beiiig  u;on  to  leave  the  place. 

On  Saturday  were  brought  to  town, 
and  lodged  in  the  toibooth,  Gilbert 
White  and  John  Pagan,  wlu)  were  tu 
have  been  tried  at  th.e  laft  fouthern  af- 
li/ts,  for  the  murder  of  jofeph  Nidiol- 
foii,  blackfniilh  in  Dumfries,  but  tlicir 
trial  was  tlien  put  oft' on  a  repreft  ntatiun 
ot  the  advocate -depute.

About  2000  perfons  aft'embled 
on  the  ftrects  of  Dumfrie ',  on  hearing 
of  the  prifoners  going  to  be  removed, 
and  pelted  them  with  ft  ones,  &c. ;  and, 
had  it  not  been  for  a  party  of  dragoons, 
the  mob  would  certainly  have  torn  Uicm 
to  pieces. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  durliig  the 
time  of  divine  fcrvicc,  a  houfe  in  the 
Potter-row  was  robbed  of  wearing  ap¬ 
parel  to  the  amount  of  10  1.  l*he  per- 
I'ons  guilty  of  lliis  theft  arc  faid  to  be  a 
young  man  and  a  woman  of  va  ry  had 
characters,  who  had  taken  a  room  in 
the  houfe  on  Friday  laft,  the  former  pre- 
tending  to  be  a  failor  from  America,  and 
the  other  his  wife. 

On  Saturday  laft  a  commiiFion  arri¬ 
ved,  appointing  Mr  James  Clark,  au¬ 
thor  of  the  late  treatife  on  the  ftioc- 
ing  (»f  hoiTes,  and  the  difeafes  of  their 
feet,  fairier  to  his  m.ajelty  for  Scot¬ 
land.
